vertising. That is the way he knows 
that it does not pay. He said: "People 
do iiot realise that there is a diil'ernce 
in drugs—that the paregoric they get 
in one drug store is better than that 
they got in another." 


Advertising would have saved that 


man's business. 
By advertising he 


would have introduced himself to the 
people, and they would have become 
acquainted with him and his store in 
that way. By advertising he could tell 
them that there were different grades
